Facing 
“Chicken Joe Campbell, the negro 
trusty whom he acouses as the slayer of 
hie wife, Edmund M. Allen, former ward- 
en of Joliet prison, sat in the witness 
stand in Judge Frank I. Hooper's court 
this afternoon and in a loud, dear, steady 
voice minutely described his own move- 
ments for the twenty-four hours preced- 
ing the murder. 

Mr. Allen was the second witness dalied 
by State’s Attorney Robert W. Martin, 
who, in his opening addrem, failed to out- 
line any new of importance that 
was not disclosed by the prison and police 
investigations. Most of his time was 
taken up in describing the indictment 
minutely. 

He argued the evidence Gin at the 
eoroner’s inquest would be sufficient to 
convince the jurors of Campbells guilt 
and asserted he would prove it would 
have been impossible for eny Other to 
have been in the quarters of Mrs. Odette 
Alien at the time her bed wes saturated 
with alcohol and set afire. 


No Reason for Slaying? 

In his cross-examination of tht former 
warden, Ferdinand L. Barnett, counsel 
for the defense, attempted to show that 
beth Mr. and Mrs. Allen held Campbel' 
in high regard as « trusted servant and 
there was therefore no reason why the 
negro should wish to slay the warden's 
wife. 5 

Six days spent in examining veniremea 
ended at 1:45, when the jury was com- 
pleted.

Whitlock Will 
Return 10 U. S.;

Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—(Special} 
—Brand Whitiock, United States minister 
to Belgium, has been granted leave of 
absence for two months and is return- 
ing to the United States at once on the 
Holiand-American liner Ryndam. 

Tt was said at the state department that 
Mr. Whitlock has suffered u complete | 
nervous Breakdown as the reudlt or he 
strain he has been under since the out- 
break of the war in Burope. It was stat- 
ed that his return home at this time hed 
nothing to do with the Cavell case, con- 
cerning which the German press showed 
considerable trritation and even asserted 
that Mr. Whittock had been sent home.

PARIS, Nov. 3.—The ministerial decla- 
ration made today by Aristide Briand, the 
new premier, was favorably received in 
both the chamber of deputies and the 
sénate, and a vote of con§dence of 515 to 
1 was given the government. The pre- 
mier’s anhouncement that it was the gov- 
ernment’s decision to obtain guarantees 


the territory captured from enemies of 
France, This was taken to mean that 
the Socialists were opposed to the recov- 
ery of Alsace and Lorraine, and the 
deputy’s utterances caused tumuſt and 
violent protests. 

When order had ben restored there came 
another outburst of enthusiasm, follow- 
ing a reply to Renaudel by Deputy Andre 
Maginot, who is still suffering from a 
wound received in battle. In the name 
of the soldiers at the front, M. Maginot 
declared that Renaudel had no authority 
to speak for them. 


Shows Mastery Over Chamber. 

Several interpellations not essentially 
hostile to the cabinet but more in the 
nature of requests for guarantees as to 
the policy of the government gave Pre- 
mier Briand the occasion to show once 
more his great mastery over the cham- 
ber, his broad grasp on all questions and 


his dexterity in meeting emergencies. | 


The premier was nevér more eloquent 
than in his simple developmnt of the’ 
government's views and in replying to the 
interpellations. 

Dealing with the censorship M. Briand 
told the press that it must bear its share 
of the inconvenience imposed on the whole 
country, but at the same time promised to 
geek every means for conciliation in col- 
laboration with members of the press. 


Calis France World’s Champion. 
During his peroration the premier cre- 
ated a scene of much excitement and

Only by close and 
incessant codperation will victory be ob- 
tainéd. Every one must accomplish his 
task. Once all responsibilities are estab- 
lished every fault, every failure, wil! be 
punished. 

“That is the program of the new gov- 
ernment. It is the very image of the na- 
tion—to form the most complete union 
in the face of the enemy. France never 
hed anarmy more worthy of victory. The 
government, aided by parliament, must 
furnish all means to these heroes whom 
we salute with emotion and pride. Every 
day of bravery of our soldiers and our 
chiefs, united in mutual confidence and in 
devotion to their country, adds to the 
glory of France.

Two fundamental errors have entered 
into much of thé discussion concerning 
Viadivostok’s possibilities as a supply 
gateway. The first is the statement that 
Viadivostok is icebound part of the wif- 
ter. This is not true. The other errone- 
eous statement is that the trans-Giberian 
railway is entirely double tracked from 
Viadivostok to European Russia. This 
is equally untrue. Neither is there suffi- 
cient steel available to complete the dou- 
ble track. : 

Heroic efforts have been made at Vied!- 
vostok to measure up to the expected 
responsibilities, but warehouses, docks, 


Temporary tracks have 
been built in every possible direction. 
Warehouses have been enlarged, new 
piers have been thrown aut. But the 
enlarged facilities have not been equal 
to the Influx of freight and the worst isto 


come, 

Owing to the conformation of the har- 
bor, a large part of which is wholly mo- 
nopolized by the navy and army asa dry- 
dock, arsenal, navy yard, barracks, and 
supply depots, ten or twelve ships at most 
can be unloaded in the harbor at once, 
and with this number lighters must be 
used to a considerable extent. 


Supplies Stacked on Ground, 
Virtually every available foot of kroumd 
along the water front is stacked high 
with war supplies covered with canvas. 
Warehouses are crowded to their capacity 
and the overfiow is piled under any tem- 

porary shelter whith can be provided. 
It is estimated that a train load of war 
supplies start westward every three 
hours, but the great warehouses and piérs 
are constantly filled again from the ships 
always at anchor waking for a chance 

to dock. .

The regular army in peace time is pri- 
marily recruited from among the young 
men of adventyrous disposition through- 
out the country. In ordinary times and 
with such a sthall army as we have now, 
there is a sufficient number of these men | 
to keep the service reasonably near the 
authorized number. 


Civil Wages Affect Army. 
Whenever wages and sataries in civil 
life are abnormally high by comparison 
with the pay of the regular, this is not 
true. About seven or eight years ago, con- 
ditions in civi life were so attractive that 
many men who otherwise would have en- 
‘listed allowed the practical part of them 
to overcome their love ofexcitement and 
took advantage of their opportunities in 
civil ute. 

The result was that every organization 
in the regular service wae far below its 
authorized strength. This is got the type 
of men wanted by the army.

National Guard Is Important.

Statistics show 
that the average drill attendance is but 


other, approximately two-thirds ot the 


national guard cannot be persuaded or,

Those having to do with recruiting 
to the national guard know that with few 
exceptions it takes unremitting work to 
keep the organizations up to the minimum 
strength required by the war department.

The national guard in case of war is in 
the same predicament as to the need of 
men to bring it to war strength. As it 
cannot be used outside of the United 
States unless it consents so to be used, 
and as many in it do not feel their business 
will permit them to leave, a number of 
men have to be found to replace them. 

Tn the first part of a war men flock to 
the colors in large numbers. As the war 
progresses the number who come willing- 
ly decreases until finally the time comes 
when every commander complains that 
his forces are far below their proper 
strength, and that the recruits do not re- 
place the casualties. 

Trained Men Lacking in War. 

The military history of the United States 
proves this conclusively. Our civil war 
is an example.

over. The Illinois Central, for instance, 
reports that last month was one of the 
best in its history. From every direction 
come reports of greatly increased earn- 
ings. From now on it is expected that 
it. will be comparatively easy to raise 
money for new a undertakings 
on a large scale. 

In the same direction 8 the final 
report of the committee of the Associa- 
tion of Commerce, which expressly em- 
phasizes in its closing paragraph the 
statement that it has made no investi- 


| gation into the feasibility of the elec- 


trification of any single line or of any 
service on an individual line. On the 
possibility of such piece-meal electrifica- 
tion it expresses no opinion. 


Park May Delay I. C. 

So far as the Hiinois Central is con- 
cerned one thing which may further de- 
lay the beginning of electrification is the 
long drawn out negotiation to which the 
city. tne railroad, company, the South 
Park commission and the war depart- 
ment in Washington are all parties. 

Under the original contract between 
the I. C. and the South park board the 
company gave upits riparian rights along 
the lake shore and also certain ground, 
on which the Field museum is now being 
bullt. In return it was to be allowed to 
fill in, at its own expense, some forty 
acres of lake south and east of Twelfth 
street. The contract was approved by the 
state legislature and by the courts. 

Before either the railroad could fill 
in any pert of the lake or the South park 
board could begin the work of conetruct- 
ing the new outer parkway in the lake 
from Twelfth street south to Jackson 
park, it was necessary ta get a permit 
from the war department at Washington. 


War Department Balks. 
The war department refused a permit 
until, among other requirements, the city 


of Chicago should officiahy join in the 
request. Accordingly the contract was 
referred for approval to the city council 
committee on harbors, . wharves, and 
bridges. 

After negotiations extending over more 
than a year the matter is stiil unsettled. 
The committee insists that before it will 
give {ts approval the railroad company 
must agree ta get permission of the city 
‘before it uses any of the land which it ts 
‘to fill in. 

The Illinois Central has refused to ap- 
prove, this decision, declafing that the 
city already has the right to prevent the 
use of the land for any but proper rail- 
voad purposes. It also. says it eannot 
agree in advance to unknown require- 
ments which might make it impossſble to 
use the filled-in land for any purpose. It 
has asked the committee to state what 
its requirements may be as to the use of 
this land so that the railroad company 
may have the necessary information on 
which to reach a décision. 


Where Question 

On this one point hinges the building of 
the outer parkway in the lade, the widen- 
ing of Twelfth street east of Michigan 
avenue, the construction of a new ter- 
minal station by the IIlinots Central and 
its allied roads, and—certainly to some 
extent—the beginhing of eiectrification 
of railroads in Chieago. * 

The plans of the Illinois Central for a 
new terminal station call for a great 
building some distance south of the pres - 
ent Park Row station and on a line with 
the new Field museum Into this ter- 
minal, it is expected, practically all the 
railroads which enter the city from the 
south and east—except those now using 
the Union station—will eventwally run. 
They will be tenants of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, and it is for the purpose of acquir- 
ing room to accommodate them that the 

road ‘is anxious to secure the forty acres 
of filled-in ground. So long as it cannot 
use this land for any. purpose without 
first securing permission from the city 
council it is in no position to secure ten- 
ants for its proposed new station. And 
until a new station is built there is no 
chance of getting electrification started. 


NO CHANGE IN OHIO. VOTE. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 3.—Unofficial tab- 
ulation of the vote in Ohio yesterday: 
made few changes tonight in estimates 
which were based on early returns. 
State-wide prohibition wae defeated by a 
majority of bet ween 30,000 and 40,000, and 
five other proposals, including two meas- 
ures passed at the last session of the 
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legislature, were voted, down. : 
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Washington, D. C., Nov. 3.—[Special. )— 
Is the country swinging back from Dem- 
ocratic to Republican control? 

This -is the question brought to the 
fore. by the Republican victories and gains 
in the elections in eight states yester- 
day. It is a question debated with opti- 
mism by Republican leaders and with 
concern by Democratic chieftains in view 
of the approaching presidential cam- 
Deign. 

The. Republicans: note with gratifica- 


day, summed up, indicate a continuation 
of the drift of public opinion back. to 
favor of their party which was disclosed 
in the reverses experienced by the Dem- 
ocrate in the elections of November, 1914. 
The Republicans see in these results a

In ͤ 1881 a stubbornly fought: battle re- 
sulted, and when the final whistle blew 
each team had scored a safety. A goal 
from the field gave Harvard its victory in 
1882, after each team hed registered a 
tdtthdown. Princeton made its goal and 
the Crimson failed to register a point 
following its score. A goal from the fleld 
gave Harvard the victory, as such a per- 
formance took precedence ovér a goal 
made after a touchaown. 

Princeton won in {5:8 by a 26 ta 7 score, 
and again the following year, 34 to 6. 
No gume was played in 1885, but in 1886 
the Tigers downed the Crimson eleven 
by a 12 to 0 count.

These changes took place in the winter 
of 1905-06. The ten yard rule and the

dee nedessary because of the many 
deaths which occurred in 1905, the last 
year of the mass play and five yard rule.

We must have congressional chee 
men in e@ch state, appointed by the state 
board. We asked those we already have 
to work on their congressmen before they 
go back to Washington. We have changed 
thirty-two votes.
